mw Former Allen Park administrator is 
interim city manager for Boyne City 


Four weeks after the Boyne City 
City Commission voted to terminate 
the contract of city manager Eric 
Strahl, the commission voted to hire 
an interim city manager to take over 
duties until the position can be filled 
permanently, 

Scheduled to begin work on 

Wednesday, Oct. 16, Richard Huebler 
was approved by a 5-0 vote of the 
commission at its last regular meet- 
ing. Huebler was present at the meet- 
ing, presented as the “favorite candi- 
date” by mayor Eleanor Stackus. who 
stated that they d selected Huebler for 
consideration out of several names of 
potential interims provided by the 
Michigan Municipal League. 
Huebler spent 20 years as the city 
administrator of the City of Alten 
Park, where he was responsible for 
177 full-time employees and worked 
With a budget of $17 million. Most 
recent, Huebler served as the In- 
terim Managing Director of the Mon- 
roe County Road Commission, where 
he was responsible for 108 full-time 
employees and a budget of $30 mil- 
lion. 

Huebler’s resume lists extensive 
experience in coordinating grants, 
personnel management. emergency 
-Management, union negotiations. 


charter revision, and master plan stud- 
ies. 

He is a life member of the Michi- 
gan City Management Association, 
and has served as the vice chair of the 
Michigan Municipal Foundation and 
on the board of trustees of the Michi- 
gan Municipal League. 

Huebler assumes the interim city 
manager's position as an independent 
contractor. as Opposed to an em- 
ployee. and will be paid the rate of 
$50 per hour plus out-of-pocket ex- 
penses. As an independent contrac- 
tor. Huebler will not be eligible for 
benefits. 

The advantage to the city of pay- 
ing an hourly wage, Huebler said, is 
that “I'm in my office when I'm get- 
ling paid.” 

According to city commissioner 
Chuck Vondra. the wage is compa- 
rable to what the permanent position 
normally pays. “This is within dol- 
lars [including benefits] of what we 
pay a city manager.” he said. 

Seeing the opportunity to work in 
Boyne City as a “challenge” and an 
“opportunity.” Huebler predicted that 
during his stint as an interim city man- 
ager. “we may open some windows.

nity]. Oliver notes that while the 
community has been historically and 
continues ta be volunteer-minded. the 
Freedom Festival is at a point where 
some fine-tuning is necessary to bring 
volunteers on board. The key will be 
isolating the problem so that the ap- 


propriate adjustments can be made. 
Though he’s acted as a volunteer 
co-ordinator in the past for the event. 
the committee is currently seeking 
someone to take over that role, and is 
also in need of a couple more board 
members, including a secretary. 


Equally crucial ts the need to bring 
some sub-committee chairpersons on 
board. or be forced to cancel events. 
Atthis time, those events include such 
long-time favorites as the Youth Pa- 
rade. Car Show, Craft Show, and tra- 
ditional Sunday activities. 

“Tt is serious.” Oliver said. ‘We 
definitely have come to [cancelling 
events]. 

After two years as president, Crick 
has decided to stay with the commit- 
tee as a board member while long- 
time volunteer Gina Oliver will take 
over duties as president.

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_ After breaking ground in the spring, construction on the 
Habitat for Humanity home on State Street in Boyne City 
is progressing, weathering all the expected, and unexpected, 
bumps in the road such a project is apt to encounter. 

“We did run into a snag as far as hitting water,” said 
_ Northwest Michigan Habitat for Humanity director Mary 
Margaret Hornbaker last week. “It was really kind of a 
fluke [as the house] sits up so high. That held us up a little 
bit, and sent us back to the drawing board on how to do the 
basement.” ; 

The problem, however, was a temporary one, and work 
continued, with the house making great strides over the 
summer, thanks to generous donations of time, materials, 
and funding. “‘There’s been an outpouring of volunteers 
and donated labor,’ Hornbaker said, though she admits that 
in the summer, “it’s a little bit harder to get a lot of volun- 
teers” during that particular season; “‘people are busy in 
the summertime.” 

Still, Hornbaker and company have not been disap- 
pointed. Local contractor Byron Noirot and his employ- 
ees recently donated more than $1,100 worth of roofing 
labor, and Ballard’s employees have been giving their time 
to install the heating system.

persons though, there's a whole range 
of duties that volunteers are needed 
to help with, and something to suit 
everyone interested in giving even 
just a little bit of time. “To be a vol- 
unteer, you do not have to attend 
monthly meetings,’ Gina said.

On Oct. 9, 1946 Wisniewski re- 
ceived his separation orders at the 
U.S. Naval Receiving Station, Termi- 
nal Island, San Pedro, Calif. and was 
honorably discharged on Dec. 9, 
1946. During his military career, he 
received the following awards and 
campaign medals: the American De- 
fense medal; the World War II Free- 
dom Medal; the American Campaign 
Medal; the EuropeanAfrican Middle 
Eastern Theatre Campaign Medal; 
and the Asiatic-Pacific Theatre Cam- 
paign Medal. 

On Oct. 11, 1946 Wisniewski en- 
listed in the US Navy Reserve where 
he served as Quartermaster Signal- 
man First Class until Oct. 10, 1951 
when he received an Honorable Dis- 
charge from the Naval Training Cen- 
ter, Great Lakes, III. 

After leaving the service 
Wisniewski worked in Grand Rapids, 
and on Oct. 27, 1947 he married Mary 
Elizabeth Childs.
